the fermentation of food part- 
?el icles which the condition fav¬ 
ours. A healthy throat and a 
= mouth kept clean by regular 
use of the tooth-brush are the 
£-.rst consideration j n preserv¬ 
ing an inoffensive breath. 

In addition to the local con 
ditions, which act as a cause of 
!>ad breath, there aie general 
conditions which bring it about 
We think, first, cf the digestive 
tiact because in our minds a 
bad taste in the mouth is fro 
fluently associated with digest¬ 
ive upsets. Bad breath does oc¬ 
cur quite often among those 
who overeat, or whose elimin¬ 
ation is faulty. The bad breath, 
in such oases, is really a sym¬ 
ptom of an abnormal condition 
of the digestive tract and is 
regarded as such by the indiv¬ 
idual’s physician. 

Under such conditions, the 
remedy lies in altering the 
mode of living. A proper diet, 
avoidance of over-eating or of 
over indulgence in one or more 
articles of diet regular elimin¬ 
ation, increased intake of water 
and excercise are the points 
which should first be dealt with. 

The correction of any unpleas¬ 
ant odour should always be 
thought of along the lines of 
the cause. It is much preferable 
to overcome Ixxly odours by re 
gular bathing than by attempt¬ 
ing to olverpower them by us¬ 
ing perfumes. In the same way, 
the"logical manner of dealing 
with bad breath is to remove 
its cause. 

A treatment of symptoms is 
necessary, but their cure and 


the prevention of their recurr¬ 
ence depend upon the treatment 
of the cause, the root of the 
com?.tion. It never pays to, 
temporize; it is always satis¬ 
factory to get to grips with the 
cause.

It was started in western Can¬ 
ada six years ago and has de¬ 
veloped very rapidly. Six grain 
companies co-operate in Spon¬ 
soring the work, and assistance 
is j$ven them hy the diflerenf 
agricultural institutions of the 
Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
emrrtents. 

Good seed should not only he 
seed of a variety that is adapt¬ 
ed to the district but il should 
not contain admixtures of other 
varieties. As the quality of the 


seed from a true-to-va iety 
standpoint cannot be determ¬ 
ined hy examining the heads 
ol the growing crop, samples 
of the farmers* grain as it is 
marketed at country elevators 
are collected hy the agents for 
seeding at iivdilutions or on 
certain farms throughout the 
district whore, tests are to he 
conducted. A small plot consist 
big oi two rows one rod in 
length is planted from each 
farmer's r rmplc, and after 
heading these plots are analyz- 
°d hy a competent cereaiist 
who . records the impurities 
found and classifies the plots 
accordingly as ‘A” , “IV* or *‘C” 
—“A" standing for plots which 
are punctually free from im- 
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purities, ”B” for plots of which 
the purity can only Ikj consid¬ 
ered as fair, and “C” for plots 
which contain sufficient impur- 
ites to warrant the procuring 
of new seed. 

At the time of examining 
the plots a field day is usually 
hold when farmers hei/e the 
opportunity of seeing their own 
seed as well as all of the others 
in the test. This co-operation of 
li 1 . 0 . tf nun companies with the 
u me rent governmental institut¬ 
ions makes it possible to bring 
an important phase of educat¬ 
ional work within easy travell¬ 
ing distance of most fanners 
in the province , and it has 
brought about considerable im¬ 
provement i n the quality of 
seed used within the last few 
years. Last year 18000 wag .mi 
lot samples of- wheat in the 
three provinces were tested hy 
this method, and of the 7000 
I armors who had theirs classed 
as “C” a large percentage sec¬ 
ured better seed for this year’s 
sowing. 

it is of interest to note that 
ihs ‘Crop Testing Plan” has 
been adopted by the States of 
Kansas and Minnesota and that 
steps are being taken to util¬ 
ize it in Russia, Australia and 
( liina. 

At the Lethbridge Experim¬ 
ental Station this season 361 
•ampies wore tested. These wore 
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received from 25 different 


points throughout the district, 
the results this year showed 
that some improvement has hee n 
taking place. When the figures 
im this season are compared 
with the average figures obtain 
i-d over the past three seasons,

There exists a general mis- 
undestanding regarding the net 
ivities of mental hospitals. The 
idea persists that such instiut- 
ions are maintained to provide 
for the shutting-up therein of 
those who are sutrerng from 
mental disease. The mental hos¬ 
pital is thought of as a place 
where restraint is commonly 
practised and whore freedom is 
almost unknown. 

5 hat such was the case in 
the past merely means that, in 
those days, mental diseases were 
not understood. They were view 
ed as the result ol heredity, 
were considered as inevitable c! 
incurable, and in addition, were 
looked upon in the light of a 
clisgiace, ns they supposedly 
indicated some delect, of an un¬ 
desirable nature in the family. 

We know now that mental 
disease is chiefly the result of 
faulty environment. The child’s 
surrouiidngs, his early training 
the develoment oi his emotion¬ 
al Ido, are the deteimining 
factors ns to whethei or not 
he seen i os mental health and 
avoids mental disease. Mental 
hygiene is now consideied a 
part oi preventive medicine and 
is based upon the understand¬ 
ing that mental health can be 
attained just as can physical 
healj.li by proper caic during 
the early developmental years. 

li mental disease doc s develop 
and the patient comes under 
Hie rare ol a mental hospital, 
lie receives treatment. There are 
curative methods for mental 
disease just as thoie are for 
physical disease. Modern med¬ 
icine does not neglect the men¬ 
tal health at the expense of 
the physical. Modern medicine 
treats mental disease, and the 
mental hospital is an instituton 
where curative methods aie app 
lied, “with the result that a 
return to normal mental health 
is secured in a large number of 
cases
